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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. Claims 11-13 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

It is pointed out that the instant application does not include claims 8 and 9. 
Therefore, the dependency of claims 11-13 and 15 is questioned. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-7, 10, 14 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over either one of the patents to Ando et al ('334, '054) when taken in view 
of Bernstein ('980). 

Figure 3 of either of the Ando et al patents discloses an acoustic analyzer 
structure. Specifically, the figure shows a microphone (24), at least one resonator (25) 
and at least one detector (4). 

The difference between claim 1 and the Ando et al apparatuses is the claim 
specifies a "microfabricated resonator" whereas Ando et al disclose a "cantilever 
resonator". 
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The patent to Bernstein relates to resonators and more particularly, to t he 
advantages of micromachined (microfabricated) resonators over all other types of 
resonators. Some of the advantages include the small size and low power of the 
microfabricated resonators. 

Thus, in view of Bernstein, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art to have modified either of the systems of Ando et al by substituting a 
microfabricated resonator for the cantilever resonator so as to achieve miniaturization 
and low cost. Claim 1 is so rejected. 

With respect to claims 2-4, see figures 4-6 of the Ando et al patents. 

With respect to claim 5, in as much as a hydrophone and microphone are 
functionally equivalent acoustic transducers, it would not appear that there is a 
patentable distinction to using either and thus, the difference, if any, is obvious. 

Dependent claims 6 and 10 are provided by Bernstain (col. 5, lines 26-35). 

Dependent claim 7 is provided by col. 9, lines 61-67 of either Ando et al patent. 

Dependent claims 14 and 16 are further disclosed in Bernstein and Ando et al, 
respectively.
